When  Plants  Are  Received 

Unless  they  can  be  planted  at  once,  the  best  plan  is  to  “heel”  them  into 
the  ground  in  a moist,  shady  place.  Dig  a shallow,  sloping  trench,  spread 
the  roots  out  rather  thinly  in  it,  and  cover  so  that  the  roots  are  fully 
underground,  and  water  them  well.  Many  plants  may  be  cared  for  in 
this  way  in  a very  short  time,  and  if  shaded,  will  keep  for  several  days 
safely. 

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  by  the  purchaser  that  we  use 
utmost  care  to  have  all  plants  of  strong  and  healthy  growth,  and  true  to 
name.  But  so  much  depends  upon  the  care  such  plants  have,  and  the 
season  following  the  planting,  that  we  feel  our  responsibility  must  end 
when  plants  have  reached  the  purchaser  in  good,  healthy  condition.  If 
they  cannot  be  accepted  on  these  terms,  they  must  be  returned  at  once. 
If  any  plants  should  arrive  in  poor  condition,  notice  must  be  sent  us 
immediately.

A GOOD  TIME  TO  MAKE  A LAWN 

There  is  no  better  time  to  sow  Lawn  Grass  seed  than  September.  It  is 
the  natural  time  for  grass  to  scatter  its  seeds.  The  days  are  shorter  than 
in  the  spring  and  the  sun  is  not  so  hot.  which  gives  the  j~oung  grass  a 
better  chance  to  get  started. 

The  two  most  important  points  to  remember  when  making  a lawn  are 
to  prepare  the  land  thoroughly  and  . get  good  seed. 

In  making  new  lawns  the  ground  should  be  thoroughly  prepared  and 
enriched  the  same  as  for  any  garden  crop.  The  surface  should  be  raked  off, 
rolled  smooth  and  even,  so  there  will  be  no  holes  or  uneven  places  in 
the  lawn.  If  the  soil  is  poor  and  hard,  as  is  the  case  around  newly  built 
houses,  some  good  soil  should  be  spread  on  the  surface  an  inch  or  two 
deep.  On  this  should  be  applied  a dressing  of  bone  meal,  or  some  other 
good  fertilizer,  at  the  rate  of  about  1 pound  to  50  square  feet  : more 
would  do  no  harm.  After  seeding,  the  land  should  be  rolled  or  raked 
lightly  so  as  to  cover  the  seed. 

To  renew  old  lawns  rake  Thoroughly,  stirring  the  ground  as  much  as 
possible  without  killing  the  grass.  All  moss  and  weeds  should  be 
removed  as  far  as  possible.  Sow  half  as  much  grass  seed  as  recommended 
for  seeding  a new  lawn.  After  seeding,  the  lawn  should  be  rolled.
